The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), an image processing apparatus comprising a plurality of rendering 
sections that respectively generate color component images on the basis of data common to the 
respective color components, wherein each rendering section executes a rendering including a
